WASHINGTON — Even before violent demonstrators forced 
lawmakers out of the U.S. Capitol, Wednesday was unfolding as one 
of the most extraordinary days in the nation’s seat of government. 

Republican lawmakers mounted their first official challenge to 
Joe Biden’s presidential election win, objecting to state results from 
Arizona as they took up President Donald Trump’s relentless effort to 
overturn the election outcome in an unusual joint session of Congress. 

Outside, demonstrators tried to shove their way into the Capitol, 
scuffling with police, after a fiery rally near the White House in which 
Trump prodded his supporters to march to Capitol Hill. 

The last-gasp effort was all but certain to fail, defeated by biparti- 
san majorities in Congress prepared to accept the November results. 
Biden, who won the Electoral College 306-232, is to be inaugurated 
Jan. 20. 

Still, Trump vowed to he would “never concede” and urged the 
massive crowd outside the White House to march to the Capitol where 
hundreds had already gathered under tight security. 

“We will never give up,” Trump told the noontime rally. 


A mob of people loyal to President Donald Trump stormed the 
Capitol Wednesday, halting Congress’ counting of the electoral 
votes to confirm President-elect Joe Biden’s victory as the police 
evacuated lawmakers from the building in a scene of violence, 
chaos and disruption that shook the core of American democracy. 

Around 2:15 p.m. Eastern, as the House and Senate debated a 
move by a faction of Republicans to overturn the election results, 
security rushed Vice President Mike Pence out of the Senate cham- 
ber and the Capitol was placed on lockdown after angry pro-Trump 
demonstrators surged past barricades and law enforcement toward 
the legislative chambers. 

For a time, senators and members of the House were locked 
inside their respective chambers. 

Images posted on social media showed scenes of supporters 
tussling with the police as at least one person took to the rostrum 
of the House chamber to declare his support for Trump. 

A woman, who seemed to be part of the mob, was shot and later 
died, according to The Associated Press.
